Since most of the locations on the AZ mountains were closed due to fire 
danger this year, I decided to accompany my XYL to SD where she had planned 
a family visit. Since we decided to drive there and back it seemed like a 
great time to give QRP mobile a serious try. 


I picked up a Hustler 30M resonator and Hamsticks for 20M and 40M, and a 
triangular Mag mount. I plopped the mount in the center of the roof of my 
XYL's Crown Victoria, figuring that any other location would not provide the 
best ground plane effect that I would need for mobile QRP operation. I 
already had Hustler resonators for 80M, 40M, 

20M, 15M and 10M. The resonators that covered the same bands as the two 
hamsticks would provide backup just in case the antenna married a tree limb 
on the 3000 mile round-trip. 


I built up the 2 LED SWR meter that appeared in the June 1995 QST, Page 40. 
I used a very small (1.25" X 2.25" X 1.0") Pomona box that had chassis 
mounted BNC's on each end,. 1 male, the other female. Using the "dead bug" 
technique I was able to not only squeeze in the original circuit, but a 4 


position DIP switch that allowed switching in 4 different resistors so as to 
allow easy selection of 4 QRP power ranges for use with other rigs. The unit 
simply connects directly to the rig's antenna connector, the coax then 
connects to the unit. If a right angle adapter is used, the unit's front 
with the LED's will face the operator. 


I also built a battery charger of my own design that would charge my 2 
sealed lead acid batteries from either the car battery or from a 500 ma 15V 
wall charger, automatically shutting down after a pre-adjusted battery 
voltage was reached. It was built into a (of course) Altoid's box. 


Lastly I built up a microphone preamp/conditioner from the circuit featured 
in "QRP Quarterly" April 1996, page 12. I was able to mount everything ona 
small RS PCB and mount the board on the inside rear of the QRP+ enclosure. 


Since my wife wanted to drive (hrmpff!), I brought along my ancient MFJ 
model MFJ-496 CW keyboard. to use in the mobile. On the way up I worked 30 
stations, all on CW, with 11 of those stations QRP as well.! 


Several op's mentioned that had read my message on the QRP-L concerning the 
trip. 

One even was kind enough to post a message on QRP-L to my fellow ScQRPions 
concerning my status! Thanks Jay, WA5WHN! 


All QSO's were made while I was in motion, on 40M, mostly 30M and some 20M. 
Upon arrival it appeared that it would be difficult to get any sort of 
reasonable antenna up at the apartment where we stayed, so I didn't get on 
during that time. I did however run over to Watertown, SD to Burghardt's 
Ham supply and picked a used Timewave DSP-59+ DSP filter. I played with it 
and in 5 minutes realized that what users had been saying was true, it is 
amazing how signals pop out of the noise. For weak signal work, this thing 
is worth it's weight in gold! 


I was able to get a small cabin for the FD weekend on the shore of 
Cottonwood lake about 12 mile SW of Redfield, SD. I had read all of those 
great Delta loop messages on the QRP-L and decided that an 80M Horizontal 
loop would be what I needed for close-in U.S. FD operation. Using my 
slingshot, 3/4 ounce weights and 10 LB line, I was easily able to get up the 
antenna mostly about at the 35 foot level. I laid out the design so that 
the feedpoint was as close to the operating position as possible, and used 
450 ohm ladderline. The antenna itself was made from insulated solid # 18 
wire. Each of the corners was tied off with lacing twine in a knot that 
allowed the antenna to slip. 


I used my ancient 8080 Sharp laptop along with a home-brew interface and the 
"almost free" software that was offered by Stephen Stuntz, NOBF, on the 
QRP-L a few weeks ago. 


As the FD gun went off I began on 20M, which was quite slow going for the 
first 90 minutes or so - typical it seems every year. I switched to 40 and 
the QSO rate really took off. The FD software did a great job, as it is 
written in assembly language it really runs fast, even on an ancient 
machine. In the evening severe thunderstorms developed. My XYL volunteered 
to count the seconds between lightening flashes and the thunderclaps. When 
they got to 3 seconds I disconnected the feedline, went out on the porch and 
watched Mother Nature do her thing. I sure was glad that I had done the 
diode front end modification to the QRP +, even though the antenna is a DC 
short. After about 30 minutes I was back on the air once more. The 
thunderstorms continued around us, but were carefully monitored to ensure 
that they weren't close enough to be dangerous. The static made copy on 40M 
difficult, and impossible on 80M. 


The DSP unit really helped with the static, even though lightening crashes 
are fairly "non-correlated", this unit helped quite a bit. 


I worked until 3:00 A.M. when the lightening crashes and propagation pretty 
well played out 40 for new stations. I slept for 5 hours, got up again and 
called it all done when the 24th hour came. 


All in all I did 196 stations with 5 watts., all CW, on 40M and 20M. 


My 2 year old Australian Terrier netted 2 garter snakes, a baby rabbit and 
pocket gopher. 


The 3 day trip home netted me another 10 QSO's . Again on removing mobile 
noises produced by other vehicles, as well as our own, the DSP 59+ really 
shined. I only operated for 1 day because somehow I picked up a terrific 
double eye infection and really couldn't see even to operate. That is the 
main reason for this somewhat late FD report. I'm doing much better now 
after a few visits to the Doctor., antibiotics, etc. 

The scientific name for this malady is “bacteria from hell". I came up with 
the name. 


Lessons Learned: 

1.) QRP mobile really does work if you pay attention to the details, it even 

works quite nicely QRP to QRP! Don't believe the skeptics. 

2.) I detected little difference in performance between the Hamstciks and 

the Hustler antennas. 

3.) Use some type of memory keyer to allow automated CQ's. 

4) 30M is an excellent mobile CW band. 

5.) If one tailor makes the antenna to the surroundings, things go a lot easier. 
6.) The horizontal loop works just as well as advertised, it's an excellent 
overall 

FD performer, cheap and easy. 

7) The 3 rules of a successful and fun FD , especially for QRP operation are: 
a.) Preparation 


b.) Preparation 
c.) Preparation

Dear Fellow QRP Enthusists, 


With the advent of the new wonder radios (IC-725/735/706, and 
associated Kenwood's & Yaesu's), computer control of these radios has 
become very easy. We currently have an Icom IC-725 remoted into a UHF 
repeater locally. So, if You are out driving around on 440 MHz, You can 
check into nets, or listen to the local ARES/Traffic Nets, around the 
State, or chase DX. Nothing new here, however, how about remote 
control, over the Internet (some site authenication software/firmware 
maybe necessary). For example; diversity reception could take on an 
entirely different meaning. There are several sites (URL's) that do 
allow You to listen in today, but I am talking about 100% xcvr control, 
via the internet. Again, as an example; let's say that AB7PF (sorry 
Steve) in Phoenix has his new Kenwood TS-XXX on line & tied into his 
PPP connection, via the internet. Legally, Steve's ID should come from 
this xcvr (cw), if it's turned on. Let's say that I wish to test my new 
NorCal XXX xcvr on cw. I command Steve's xcvr to monitor 7.040 MHz, 
narrow band filter (< 500 Hz) and listen. I send my id , on cw, from 
Albuquerque, and listen to the digitized audio coming back, from 


Phoenix. Hmmm, this would really mess up the Contests, such as Field 
Day ;-) What class would You be in, if You can command 3 xcvr's, 
geographically separated by 100's of miles ? (Triple D, sorry, I could 
not resist.) There is nothing new here in the way of technology. In 
fact, I would bet that with the site authenication software, You could 
log in from New England, and regularly check into a NM HF net (3,939 
KHz) to pass traffic. This would be expanding an idea that N6KR had 
originally suggested on the QRP-L. A Chat room, however, let's see 
what's on 7.040 MHz CW in the East Bay area. A virtual ham shack. 
Milli-watting would take on a whole different meaning. Heck, I could 
copy my own beacon ;-) . To me, Internet is just another tool. Most of 
the interfaces could be done in Visual Basic or C++, nothing magical 
about sending packets, with voice digitized. This could become the next 
major project between 2 large Clubs, or a few of us playing. I have 
already done this, BUT, without site authenication code, which means 
it's open to anyone. However, I can simulate a T-T pad, and transmit 
tones (Geez, kind of like the old Blue Box, which the Chaps (Woz & 
Jobs) had terrified AT & T Long Line with, many years ago). Site 
Authenication, well, we make the IP address a resident ID. Kind of like 
ISDN. 


We currently have some of the best repeater systems, in the Nation 
(Love them Rocky Mtns.), which are linked from Southern Colorado, to 
Southern California. Why not have a few remote HF links on line ? We 
can do this today, but not over the internet. Well, not yet anyway. 


Could this mean that next Field Day, we would hear WASWHN 3D NM/AZ/CO ? 


Comments ? Thoughts ?
